ADI_#76; PADUCAH-CAPE GIRARDEAU-HARAISBURG-MARION 


BASIC 'ADI' INFO: For the purpose of measuring television audiences, the 
Arbitron flasearch Corporation has carved the United Stetes into 212 
areas. Each of these is known as the ADI (Area of Dominant Influence) 
for television stetions viewed within ite boundaries. The larger the 
potential number of viewers, the smaller the ADI number. For exemple, 
the New York City eree ie ADI #1; and Glendive, MT is the smellest ADI at 
#212. TSA (Totel Service Area) is slightly larger than AOI, and includes 
ALL aress served by the primary stetions in the market...even though they 
may be viewed less in Fringe areas then stetions from an adjoining ADI. 
This information is primerily used by edverticing agencies. 


AS A-RULE...: Most ADI's have one focel point and few (if eny) other 
major cities in the periphery. Some, perticulerly in sparsely settled 
greas, include virtually entire stetes; such as the regional networks in 
the pleins states. All ADI's have their own peculiarities, but there is 
none quite es odd as the 5 state TSA of ADI #75. 


JHE DIFFERENCE: Most cities (ADI's) have ell transmitters in one plece, 
or st most, just @ few miles apart. With transmitters of the four 
network affiliates separeted by ss much es 40 miles, and in 3 states; it 
becomes immediately apparent that the Paduceh/Cepe ADI is not typical. 
The advent of cable solved a let of reception problema; but in pre-ceble 
days (and even now for thousends of rurel viewers where cable is not 
aveileble) this merket was (and {e) a reception nightmare. 


THE MAUOR PLAYERS: It will probably surprise you to leern thet the First 
Station to begin operation in this market was WSIL-tv, licensed to 
Herrisburg, IL. The ABC effiliete signed on in December of 1953, on 
chennel 22 (12 kw ERP); end remained there until the move to channel 3 in 
Merch 1959. The station has = technical disadvantage when compared to 
competitors in neighboring KY and MO..it is situated in zone 1, [see VUO 
Jenuary 1990, pege 35] and cannot transmit with full power From a tower 
exceeding 1000’. Their transmitting facility is at Creel Springs, IL; 
tower height IS 1000'; height AAT is 994'; end visual EAP is 100 kw.

The second station in the area (Oct. 1954) was CBS effiliate KFVS-~tv in 
Cape Girardeau, MO. Their 316 kw ERP and 1676' (2000 AAT) tower 6% miles 
NE of the city sock the channel {2 signal as fer north es the St. Louis 
suburbs; but it's almost 50 miles from Paducsh! Last of the 'big 3 
network afFilistes wes WPSO-tv, channel 6; licensed to still snother 
stete..KY! The NEC affiliate signed on Mey 28, 1957 and transmits with 
100 kw ERP From a site at Monkey's Eyebrow, KY, about 23 miles NW of 
Peduceh. Tower height ie 1623 above ground and 1585 AAT. No one has 
come Forwerd with an explenation of the unusual name, but = look at the 
map offers = possible enswer...the curve of the Ohio River st that point 
looks for all the world like...a monkey's eyebrow! 


TRANSLATORS AND SATELLITES: In September 1961, WSIL-tv began operating & 
low power trensletor (KISAE) in Poplar Bluff, MO. It was shut down five 
years later, stayed dark for eleven yeers; then was re-activated on 
Senuery 14, 1977 as KPOB-ty (e satellite of WSIL-tv). WSIL-ty also 
operates translator KIOKM in Cape Girardeau. WPSO-tv owns and operates 
trenslator WIOAH in Carbondale, IL. 


TROUBLES FOR INDIES: The market's first independent operation was 
WOXR-tv (28); sister station of WOXA-AM in Paducah. It began operation 
on 5/31/71, but simply couldn't meke it financially; end finally went 
dark 10/31/75. But, thet wasn't the end of chennel 29. The license was 
transferred to KET (Kentucky Educationel Television); and the station 
returned to the air September 5, 1973, as WKPO..en affiliate of KET/PBS; 
Fed From KET's main studio in Lexington. [More on PBS later.J A second 
independent operation ended in Feilure at Merion, IL. WOOD-TV (27) was 
backed by WOOD-AM, It started up in 1981 and was cold to TEN three years 
later. The call was changed to WTCT-tv at thet time. 


UP_NORTH: Mt. Vernon, IL (60 sir miles east of St. Louis and 90 miles 
north of Paduceh) is also in the Paducah, Cape Girardeau, Harrisburg, 
Marion ADI. Thie is relevent because of the existence of WCEE-tv (13) in 
Kell, IL. Here's en independent which at one time appeared to be in line 
For ABC affiliation. That fell through, but the station survived, and 
currently helde the OP for WOKA (48) in Paducah. Recent activity with 
the FCC indicates thet 48 may be getting ready to sign on, Don't hold 
your breath...this CP was granted in 1985. IF WOKA ever does get going 
it will probably be @ satellite of WCEE-tv. [I think 13 originally had 
different call letters, but was unable to verify.] 


THE AEST OF THE CAST: Wrapping up the list of stations serving this 
unique market are Fox affiliate KBSI-tv (23) in Cape Girardeau; WSIU (8 
[PBS] in Carbondele, IL; KET/PBS WKMU-ty (21) Murrey/Mayfield, KY; end et 
least 4 LPTV's. Most important emong this group is KBSI-tv which signed 
on September 10, 1883. As is the case with most Fox stetions, it's made 
8 dent in the ratings; and elthough not equel to the other three network 
outlets, seems to be doing reletively well. Almost 2 million watts EAP 
and 2000' AAT help! Three other stations are included in the 1980 
"Broadcasting Yearbook" ADI report for this ares, but none of them is 
known to be on the air or under construction. They ere WSPH (38) Murray 
Ky; WYDL (41) Union City, TN; and KCTP (5S) Popler Bluff, MO. 


LPTv" Considering the size and population of this area, there ere 
surprisingly Few LPTV transmitters. WS4AE in Lone Oak (@ Paduceh suburb) 
nas been around the longest and has carried programming ranging From 
religion, to Cenedian Music Videos, to Channel America; and is now beck 
to religion as @ satellite of TBN's WICT in Marion, IL. W4S8BE in Murrey, 
KY had just begun operation when it was hit by lightning and remained off 
For s long stretch. After getting back on, it wes shut down again along 
with co-owned WNBS-AM. Seems the absentee owner decided to quit writing 
paychecks! W28AI in Selem, IL is @ 3 Angels outlet. K4SCA in Cape 
Girerdeau is full time religious, end there's also a K3SCP in Poplar 
BluFF.

LPT" MAYBE?: Several other LPTV licenses have been granted For 
cities in this AOI, but the stations appsrently sre not in operation (and 
likely never have been). They include WIOBF, WI8AF and WSSCD in Paducah; 
K48CB in Popler Bluff; WI7AZ in Johnston City, IL; snd W68BQ in 
Cerbondale. 


NUMBERS: = You probably don't think of this eres as = mejor market, end 
when compared to the likes of Chicago, Los Angeles snd New York, it's 
net. However, with 328,100 households, it ranks sbove Tucson, AZ 
Columbia, SC; and Springfield, MA; and just below Omehs, NE; Aochester 
NY; and Toledo, OH. For the most part it's = rich agricultural eres, end 
there's aleo some small industry, plus coal and naturel gas production. 


THE STATIONS MSIL-tv has been an underdog since dey one. When it 
Signed on it was = flee-power UHF with what, at the time, was the least 
popular network. Even after moving to channel 3 it still suffered From 
the smeller coverage area resultent of the tower height restriction. For 
years the locelly originated programming (primarily newscasts) locked 
like something from = second-rete broadcasting school. The last few years 
heve seen = major upgrading of both the physicel facility end on-sir 
telent; but retings haven't improved significantly. They still rank e 
consistent #3. KFVS-tv is sort of @ ‘good old boy! operation. Their 
sir personelities have been sround for @ long time end ere well liked and 
well established, The channel 12 presentation isn't the slickest I've 
ever seen in & market this size, but it's certeinly adequate. By end 
large they have dominated news ratings since their inception. WPSD-tv 
is without s doubt the most professional looking of the bunch...maybe © 
little too ‘uptown’ for simple country folks. They have always been the 
technology leader in the market and boast such 'Firets' as network color 

local color, and weether reder. Channel § gives KFVS a run Fer it's 
money in the news ratings, and the two Flip-Flop the lead; but KFVS 
generally gernere the biggest bottom line. WPSD-tv has cashed in on 
NEC's populerity, end leads the rating pack for most prime time periods. 


NEWS COVERAGE: Any newsperson can tell you that {t's tough enough to 
Gover one state and one city; but imagine the job of doing justice to 
FOUR states and three mejor population centers. Both WPSD and KFVS try 
to cover the entire area. Channel § runs heavy on KY and TN news.. 12 
hits the MO area more intensively. Channel 3 has decided to drop 
coverage of all but major stories in KY and MO; and now concentrates 
almost exclusively on Southern Illinois. As = result of this 
segmentation, WPSO draws the most viewers in KY and TN; KFVS in MO; and 
both 6 and 12 continue to dominate IL..in spite of the chennel 3 Focus. 


ANOTHER VIEW: "TV NEWS" Editor Doug Smith made these observetions 
"WSIL has given up any real pretense of serving Harrisburg, having moved 
their studios to new facilities about midway between Carbondale and 
Marion. WPSD has a bureau (but no live capabilities that I can see 
about a mile east of the WSIL studios. KFVS had a bureau, with live 
capabilities, in downtown Carbondale." [WPSD informs that they have s 
Fully equipped studio in Merion. ed] "I think a lot of people overlook 
the importance of Southern Illinois cities in this market; Marion 
(15,000), Carbondale (24,000), and Murphysboro (9,900) together are a 
larger market than either Cape Girardeau (35,200) or Paducah (28,300). 


RECEPTION: It should go without saying thet en outside antenna end 
Fotetor are mandatory. None of the stations put a city-grade signel into 
any of the other cities of license. Unless you reside within the 
‘triangle’ formed by Creal Springs, Monkey's Eyebrow and Cepe Girardeau 
the odds of et least one of the stetions being a bit snowy ere pretty 
good. St. Louis, Memphis end Nashville are ell about 150 miles From the 
center of this ADI, so distent ground wave signals ere unreliable. 


ARKANSAS: In case you wondered ebout the fifth state in the TSA of this 
ADI..it's the ‘Razorback’ stete. None of the stations seem to be 
concerned about it, so this report isn't either! After sll, we've 
slready explored everything you ever wanted to know shout Paducah, Cepe 
Girardesu, Harrisburg end Marion...ANO THEN SOME

I left the 
info on his fax machine and to my surprise he printed it 
a couple of days later. ¥ 95's primary target is Toronto 
and their most powerful reference must be to impress 
some unexpecting ‘Toronto listeners, Not now, thanks to 
92 Atlas.” Bruce modified his JCV JR-S201 with IC 
strips and three 110s. “Less local splash, but I'm afraid 
it might also be less sensitive but sure is razor-sharp. 
Kudos to our ‘filter king’ soon to be known as the 
‘Jersey phazer’ for all his help.” He sent some logos 
which are being saved for possible “FM Atlas” use. 

Greg Coniglio says “great job on the 14th FM Atlas” 
and he sent much station news. When a new Atlas comes 
out my mail seems to increase, with people reporting 
station news both when they order the book and after 
they get their copy. Of course, I welcome FM station 
news at any time. 

Clarke Ingram, a former official of the WTFDA, is 
still interested in DXing and he sent me a long-forgotten 
tape from the ANARC convention July 16, 1977.

Browne from ANARC are all on the tape—people I've 
been out of touch with for almost 15 years. I'm on 
there, too, giving a brief talk on ‘nonlDers’ to the 
crowd, and introducing the others. And, then there is 
your ‘unscheduled’ talk on SCA, which is enclosed! It's 
hard to believe, now, that I was 20 years old back then 
(and I barely remember the convention, much less 
taping the presentations).””

‘A ham radio operator, retired from Heath, says he’s 
interested in 1940s ham receivers. If you know of any 
contact Earl F, Broihier, 311 State St, Suite 208, St 
Joseph MI 49086, and tell him I sent you. 

John Ebeling has repaired my 1969 Fisher 500TX for 
the umteenth time, saying “this is the last time 1 will 
work on this Fisher. It isso botched up now it is a pity. 
‘These units were not easy to repair in the first place, but 
with all the added wires it is just too frustrating,” and 
he compared the repair history of mine with his Fisher 
550T bought 12-21-67. He's had to replace dial cords; 
‘but ming has never needed that repair! At one time his 
Fisher “logged 2200 hours a year using a running time 
meter.” I have an identical Fisher Roger Winsor is 
interested in, acquired from Tom De Panw at the 
Dunkirk convention last summer, Also have @ poor 
excuse for a receiver, a Fisher 800-T which John 
partially refurbished, but with its FM-RF transistor not 
working and no replacement available, it may be a lost 
cause—unless one wants to snuggle up to the most 
powerful 100-kw local and forget DXing exists. John 
sent an article from “Radio World” newspaper defending 
an FM freeze alleging “the band has been compromised 
because of the proliferation of stations and short 
spacing.” John comments: “FM—Finally Messed-up. It 
took 40 years, but we made it!” 

Gil Morgan, from Santa Ana CA, who ordered an FM 
Atlas, says “thanks for your great labor of love and 
dedication to the hobby. Your maps make FM DXing 
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come alive, if only for a direction to point my antenna 
to!” 

Rusty Curry in OR noticed the new FM in Medford 
OR on 91.7, KCIA, has the same frequency as nearby 
KCHC Central Point. “Does this mean that KCHC is 
going to change frequencies?” [Not necessarily—KCIA is 
low powered and has its antenna below average terrain, 
but the best thing to do is try to find someone at KCHC 
who might know what their plans might be.] 

‘Tom Bryant sent a summary of the new proposed 
FCC rules which would allow one person or company to 
‘own up to 30 FM and 30 AM stations, with some same 
service ownership in the same market, depending on the 
number of local stations. Tom says: “Other than 
unnecessary proliferation of stations (AM and FM), this 
is probably the worst thing EVER to happen to the US. 
broadeast. industry! Particularly the small operators, 
They could barely make it as is, now they won't stand a 
chance!” [I agree; it will continue the trend to 
consolidate station ownership in the hands of a few and 
make the band less interesting to DX, with programming 
getting even more homogeneous than it is,] Tom also 
sent a clipping from “Broadcasting” magazine about the 
purported 50 kw solar power at KTAO 101.5 Thos NM, 
A reader corrected them on the fact that their real 
transmitter power is closer to 1000 watts, with height 
making it 50000 watt equivalent power. I wrote a 
similar letter which got in the Canadian “Broadcast 
Technology” magazine, pointing out that all they 
needed was 250 watts solar with antenna gain giving 
them the 1000 watts h & v. Tom will keep us posted 
with regard to the sale of WRLT 100.1 Franklin-Nashville 
TN. Seems Horton's group is back in the saddle, with 
the library bowing out. 

‘Tt was Doug Smith who mentioned that WFSK *88.1 
Nashville is off the air, and he’s getting the new WAYM 
*88.7 Columbia-Nashville TN in stereo. He confirmed 
WYYB 93.7 Dickson TN is also $tereo. “Really haven't 
tried the Morse ID experiment much more. The only 
local stations that might ID that way are W36AK and 
the WQZQ translators on 99.5 and 102.1. The former is 
‘Trinity Broadcasting and the latter are easy listening—I 
can’t stand to listen to either.”” 

Bill Nionajadly sent an article on the quiet style of 
‘so-called “easy” stations in NY-WLTW 106.7, WMXV 
105.1, WPAT-FM 93.1, WCBS-FM 101.1, WQCD 101.9, 
which don’t always make the headlines as “they don’t 
court controversy.” They just quietly go about their 
businesses getting large audiences and making money. 
“Tt is a sign of the times that New York's easy listening 
stations boldly advertise that their music can be played 
in the background of an office or home. A decade ago, 
this would have been considered treason.” I'd question 
the “easy listening” label on most of those stations. 
Another article Bill sent is about all the TV advertising 
being done by local FM stations—and it’s not all 
trade-outs. For example: WMXV 105.1 and WLTW 
106.7 spent $1.4 million, WHTZ 100.3 $1 million, 
WPLJ 95.5 $800,000—all in an attempt to attract DXers 
back to their locals! About local station crossownerships 
Bill muses: “Bad idea! Imagine Z-100, WMXV or WLTW 
on three spots on the FM dial? Or AM dial? FCC should 
prohibit simulcasting and order separate programming!” 

Another article Bill sent is about the CBC in Canada 
trying to break even by cutting costs and prolonging the 
life of its equipment, ‘This might help FM with 
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antiquated AM transmitters being phased out, but hurt 
in that the CBC is apparently unable or unwi 
invest in automated individual station identification 
equipment for its many FM transmitters, both English 
and French. Consequently, I aim my antenna very 
seldom at Canada, and don’t pay much attention to 
Canadian DX in the VUD. WNTT *91.9 Hackettstown 
NJ might confuse DXers with many specialty shows on 
the weekends, including Bill Nutt’s “The Nutt House,” 
featuring folk 2 to 6 p.m. Saturdays. WNTI has “poor 
audio quality,” according to Bill. The article says its 
equipment is “state of the art 1955,” and the station, 
although stereo, is horizontal only, as. were all other 
FMs in 1956. Bill says Damark is selling $50 tuners, And 
he claims WEDW *88.5 CT is mono, which conflicts 
with what I heard elsewhere. Could be they turn their 
stereo off when broacasting talk (which is a good 
practice)? Bill modifed a Damark tuner to .50 kHz 
steps, he got rid of the Stereo muting (“'so I could DX 
stereo-phoney”), and “threw in 110s. Not bad for $50.” 

Gary Olson kindly sent a list of Chicago area FM 
stations. “I do not DX much any mote. ‘Too many 
stations on the air all night. Too many demands of my 
business, 'Ibo many problems with things busting on my 
tower every year. Plus, time now seems to fly past and 
DXing seems like a wasterful endeavor with so much 
else going on. I'll stay in touch from time to time. Your 
latest edition looks real good (just make the type in the 
VUD larger—I have trouble reading the small type even 
with my new glasses),” This is about the largest type 
font I have, but all this is photoreduced by the printer 
before it becomes part of your VUD.

FCC Relaxes Radio Ownership Rules 
‘Acting with real rapidity, and with 
virtally no public notice-unlike when it 
dloes an FM station rulemaking-the FCC 
showed it could make drastic changes in 
the ownership makeup of FM (and AM) 
radio. The recont action is similar to what 
was. reported last _month: One owner 
could have up to three AM and three FMs 
Jn markets having over 40 stations, oro- 
Vided the total does not initially exceed 
25 percent of the audience, In smaller 
‘markets the breakdown goes a follows: 

‘© 30-39 stations: 3 AM, 2 FM, not to 
‘exceed 25 percent of the audience share, 

‘© 15-29 stations: 2 AM, 2 FM, not 
exceeding 25 percent of the audience 
share. 

‘@ In markets with fewer than 15 
stations, one owner could have up to 
three stations (two FIA), if they do not 
constitute half or more of all local 
stations. FMAM combinations will be 
permitted in any event, 

The national ownership limit goes to 
30 AM and 30 FM stations (up from the 
present 12 of each), The FCC imposed 
further restrictions on LMAs, saying sta- 
tions doing time brokerages “will be 
‘considered to have an attributable owner: 
ship interest” In the brokered station and 
will have to be counted for multiple 
‘ownership purposes. Giving the listeners. 
and DXers-a slight break is @ rule forbid: 
ding same sorvice (AM-AM, FM-FM) simul- 
casting of more than 25 parcent of either 
station's programming if there is 50 
percent or more overlap of the stations!

The Commission has decided to 
rethink how licensees are chosen in 
competitive hearings, _ They are 
consider ing removing preferences for 
applicants who propose to manage 
their own station, while adding 
preferences for those who 
successfully petition for allocation 
of anew channel, or who promise not 
to sell the new station for 3 years. 


Also under consideration are 
changes to allow broadcasters who 
borrow money to use their FCC 
licenses as partial collateral for 
their loans. 


The cable TV reregulation bill, 
which passed the Senate some weeks 
ago, has reached the House. The 


House version is similar to $.12, 
but eliminates the automatic annual 
rate hike provided in the existing 
cable law. 


Noted John Ebeling’s comments 
in Western TV for April regarding

frequency for vertical sync; the 
choice of 60Hz for vertical sweep in

Dan Cashin, Havertown PA: 


Sent along an article on TV Dx 
from the British side of the "pond 
Out of the Shortwave Magazine of 
Poole, England, apparently also 
available in the Philadelphia area, 
is an article by Tim Anderson on 
identifying TV sets satisfactory for 
Dxing in Europe. 


TV DX is a much more complicated 
hobby over there. First, not all 
countries use the same carrier 
frequencies. VHF isn't used at al] 
in the U.K.; all stations are on 
UHF. Then, there’s the question of 
color systems, with France and 
Eastern Europe (an important E-skip 
target from the U.K.) using the 
SECAM system, while Western and 
Southern Europe use PAL. And, of 
course, for those F2 and multiple- 
hop E-skip openings, NTSC is 
necessary for reception of U.S. and 
Canadian stations... 


Here in the Americas, al] TV 
stations use the same 4.5MHz offset 
between the picture and sound 
carriers-- this is not true in 
Europe. Sound and picture are 
generally separated by §.5MHz in PAL 
countries, but by 6.5MHz in SECAM 
countries. So, if you pick the 
wrong set, you may get a perfect 
picture, but only noise for sound. 


The article mentions four 
different common solutions to the 
European TV DX problem: 


First, the “block converter”. 
Similar to the block converters sold 
to convert cable-only channels to 
UHF here in the USA, these convert 
all VHF channels up to UHF channels 
covered by U.K. TVs. 


Second, surplus VHF tuners 
apparently sold by surplus parts 
dealers in the U.K.. These directly 
feed the IF stages of one's TV, but 
don’t solve the problem of incorrect 
picture-sound separation. 


Third, a special tuner sold by 
"HS Publications", which converts 
VHF channels to IF, as well as 
including a sound demodulator which 
delivers audio for an external 
amplifier, and selectable bandwidth 
IF filters. 


Fourth, full multistandard Tv 


sets. Different models cover 
different combinations of the 
various standards, with some 


mentioned as not working with the 
French SECAM-L system (which is the 
only existing system to use positive 
modulation, where transmitter power 


increases as the picture gets 
brighter—- all other systems, 
including the NTSC used in the USA, 
reduce transmitter power as the 
Picture gets brighter. ), and European 
sets mentioned as frequently not, 
covering NTSC. 


Another problem in Europe is 
multiple systems for stereo sound. 
“Many of the sets can resolve the 
European stereo/dual channel sound 
systems, but very few as yet will 
cope with the British NICAM stereo 
sound Germany, and presumably 
other countries on the Continent, 
use a system which puts the left 
channe] sound on an additional sound 
transmitter, and derives the right 
channel from that signal and the mono 
sound on the “mai sound 
transmitter. My understanding is 
that the NICAM system is a digital 
audio system. Neither is compatible 
with the BTSC stereo used in the USA, 
or the Japanese system, (which is 
similar to, but not compatible with, 
the USA BTSC system) 


Finally, it's mentioned that 
"There are two NTSC sound carrier 
standards, one for terrestrial 
transmission and one for video 
recorders.". Weird, that’s the first 
I've heard of that! Can any European 
readers explain this?? 


ndall dae Center MN: 


Sends two advertising flyers 
from “Teleview" of Appleton, Minn., 
advertising their “over the air Cable 
Tv" service. For $14.95 a month, 
they provide six basic cable 
channels, on scrambled UHF LPTVs. 
An additional $9.95/month brings 
Showtime. Decoders are $150, or 
$4/month plus a $50 deposit.

Mention is also made of a 7th 
basic service, not yet selected. 
The UHF channel to be used isn't 
specified. 


A second flyer states that they 
“broadcast at 100 watts from a 
translator located in Oakland, MN."; 
that "Residents within a 25 mile 
radius of the Oakland translator,..., 
can get our signal...", and that “The 
scrambled channels we offer are in 
addition to 3, 6, 10, 15, and 24 (the 
off-air channels already available 
in this area)". 


Randall mentions that several 
channels have been being broadcast 
“in the clear” for demonstration 
purposes, with scrambling to have 
begun on April 1. 


Dave Sinclair, Vancouver BC: 


Dave sent a bulging envelope full 
of information.. In his letter; 


“Has anybody compared fringe area 
UHF reception between corner 
reflectors anc parabolic dish 
antennas?

I personally haven’t seen such a 
comparison, but my intuition tells 
me a parabolic dish would have 
higher gain and a narrower 
directional pattern than a corner 
reflector of the same height. 


“TBN also Wants to develop about 
17 stations in Canada; I heard TBN 
President Paul Crouch say this some 
months ago." To the best of my 
knowledge, two AM stations in 
Newfoundland, which predated that 
Province’s entry into Canada, are 
the only religious broadcasters in 
Canada right now-- can any Canadian 
readers tell me if there’s some kind 
of legal restriction on 100% 
religious stations? 


Dave passes along a copy of TBN's 
monthly newsletter, in which they 
mention the growth of their network— 
- 32 mew LPTVs in the USA 
(presumably that’s just their TBN- 
owned stations?), 6 new full—power 
stations (owned or affiliated), and 
stations in @ foreign countries. 
They claim 281 existing stations & 
applications or CPs for a total of 
441-- making TBN without a doubt the 
largest TV organization in the 
world! (DXers, are you surprised?) 


One of the new TBN full-power 
stations mentioned is KCWT-27 
Wenatchee, Wash.. Dave comments 
+..it occurs to me that this 
station KCWT might not have 
attempted to form an alliance with 
Spokane independent KAYU." "If I 
recal], KAYU has an interest in two 
low power stations in Yakima and Tri 
Cities (Richland/Pasco/Kennewick), 
Wash. It is interesting that KCPQ, 
Tacoma, has a rebroad in Wenatchee 
on Channel 14-- so much for 
competition inanother’s territory. 
KAYU and KCPQ are both Fox 
affiliates. Yes, it seems tome it 
would have made sense for KCWT & 
KAYU to have "networked" too, but 
strange things happen in TV.. 17 
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Enclosed with Dave’s letter were 
three clippings from the Globe and 
Mail. (is this now a national paper 
in Canada?) 


From the March 20 issue, “CTV 
Television Network Ltd. expects to 
respond today or early next week to 
anew affiliation deal proposed by 
its biggest player, Baton 
Broadcasting Inc. 


Right now, CTV is owned jointly 
by the @ firms which own cTV- 
affiliated TV stations. A change 
had been proposed under which two of 
the 8 firms would become affiliates 
(rather than owners), selling their 
airtime to the CTV network. 


There are two sticky points in 
the deal; the price of Baton’s 
airtime (Baton has reportedly asked 
for $16 million a year, while CTV has 
reportedly offered only $4 million), 
and the airing of Toronto Blue Jays 
baseball games on the network. 


Baton is paying the Jays $60 
million for the broadcast TV rights 
for 5 years; they've resold 20 games 
to the CBC, and had planned to resel] 
another 35 games to CTV. However, 
CTV affiliates in Western Canada have 
little interest in the 8lue Jays. 


In another article, March 14, 
Proposed changes to the charges for 
the CBC Newsworld cable channel were 
debated before the CRTC. CBC wants 
a rate increase from $0.32 per 
subscriber per month to $0.59, with 
additional increases to $0.72 by 
1998. 


The Canadian Cable TV 
Association opposes the fee increase, 
and wants permission to sell 
lewsworld on = the —shigher-cost. 
extended basic” tier. Currently, 
cable systems that choose to carry 
Newsworld must deliver it to all 
basic cable subscribers, 


Finally, in a March 7 article, 
Shaw Cablesystems of Edmonton has 
made a dea] to purchase Cablecasting 
Ltd. of Toronto for $308 million. 
It's the largest cable TV deal in 
Canadian history.

Bill Nienaiadly, Clifton NJ: 


Enjoy TV DXing now, before your 
empty UHF channels will be filled 
with local simuicasts with HDTV on 
Tt. 


On April 9, the FCC approved a 
plan that “gives existing TV stations 
a second channel, on a temporary 


basis, to use in broadcasting 
HDTV..." 


After a phase-in period, stations 
would Jose their existing channels 
and would move all broadcasts HDTV 
on their new channels. According 
to Commissioner — Duggan, a 
transmission standard is expected 
to be adopted in late 1993 or early 
1994. The article says that the 
plan by 1998 would bring U.S. 
homes a new generation of 
television, The length of the 
phase-in period isn’t given. 
Hopefully, more details next month. 


Y'know, I’ve been reading this 
proposal for months & never really 
realized the potential threat to Dx- 
~ as Bill says, "A TV market with 
10 stations now, will soon be a 
market with 20 stations! I haven’t 
Seen the full text yet, but I think 
the second channels will indeed be 
mostly or totally UHF. 


On the other hand, with the 
extreme pressure on the VHF/UHF 
spectrum, I think it would be very 
difficult for HDTV to find a home 
elsewhere, and alternative “on- 
channei" schemes have been poor 
compromises. And if HDTV were to 
catch on- and leave over-the-air 
stations behind- we might find 
ourselves with no local (or Dx!) 
stations before too long!

"On a recent trip to Mexico I ran into a non-broadcaster who spoke excellent English and 
was able to convey some data on the "ECO" service. 

ECO was established a couple of years ago as a division of Galavision, and closely con- 
nected with XEWT in Mexico City, Virtually all XBWI satellites, repeaters and affiliates 
carry the service at least some time during a 24 hour period; and in many locations it is 
run continuously after XEWT concludes regular programming. My best guess is that is is a 
24 hour operation and is carried as a separate service “round the clock” on at least some 
Mexican cable systems. 

‘The name "ECO" is-the Spanish word for echo...and thus connotes an “echo” of the hap- 
penings of the day. 

The gentlenan who gave me the information also noted that although the ECO programming 
is generally seen on Galavision and/or XEWT and its spinoffs, it is also apparently used 
by other stations, although not as extensively. 

In essence it is the Mexican equivalent of CNN Headline News, and clips from the service 
are sometimes seen in the US on CNN (through an exchange agreement) ,as well as on many 
Mexican stations during locally originated newscasts. Although I don't have an opportunity 
to see any SIN or Univision stations, I strongly suspect that it is also a primary news 
source for either or both of them. 

I realize that this description is rather general in nature, but considering the source, 
it's not too bad...certainly better than what most of us have been able to learn up to now."

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ELIMINATING THE WEAK 
LINK IN THE UHF CHAIN

‘The lastest vogue among some of the more dedicated TV DX enthusiasts seems to be elimination of the need for 
the balun transformer a the U.H.F. terminals by replacing the 300-ohm feed section of their dishes with 75-ohm 
LPDA antennas designed for broadband (ch 14-69) use in MATV work. The theoey behind this relates to the 
relatively poor UHF specifications (such as high loss and high VSWR) offered by 300/75 ohm baluns. Our best 
mast mounted UHF preamps are 75 ohms in/out, and most of us use either aluminum CATV-type 75 -ohm 
hardline, or hopefully at least nothing worse than RG-11 coaxial cabie, The besic idea is to convert the dish feed 
itself to 75 ohms, thus saving the 1-2 dB or so loss that occurs just ahead of the pre-amp. 


‘There are problems with this that need to be addressed. ‘The LPDA antenna thet seems to be favored to 
replace the 300-ohm feed section UHF dishes is a rather costly Blonder-Tongue design. Much of this cost is 
justified, due the imposing demands of a good broadband LPDA design for the ch 14 - 69 range, a substantial 
piece of spectrum for aay single antenna to cover well. "Those enthusiasts who are willing to goto the trouble of 
scquiring @ $150 broadband LPDA and cut the 300-ohm feed sections off their dishes should be aware that unless 
itis done properly, no benefit will be derived—and gain could even be reduced. You may well end up with a 
fazer gain response across the UHF band, but less gain overall. It.is best to first evaluate the characteristic 
drawbacts of the feed section you arereplacing. If you use a7’ Channel Master Dish, as Ive, you may note thet 

the 300-ohm double bay feed section and replacing it with a 75-ohm LPDA slightly reduces gain at 
the low end of UHE, while noticeably improving results on the higher channels, sich as ch 30 and above, While 
1 have not exprimented with the Antennacraft design, I believe that jus the opposite effect would be achieved by 
replacing it 300 ohm folded dipole feed with a 73-ohm LPDA~beiter resuits on the lower channels, but 2 
reduction of gain inthe high end of the UHF range, 


Some years back our firm was doing work on a commercial STL tower at a’ TV/EM site, and I hed a chance to 
ent With the General Instrument 75-ohm "diamond feed” section on a dish they were using to pick up area 
URE TV stations. Although much more narrowband than a 75-ohm LPDA, I believe this feed section merits 
further investigation. It is a trve 75-ohm feed, and it exhibited very low loss, with plenty of weak signals 
Viewable through a 100' run of .750 hardline, even without the benefit of a mast-mounted preamp! Any antenna 
design that allows you to eliminate the balun, espcially at UHE, is worth looking at. I have never encountered a 
‘balun that ages well on the tower, the effects ofthe sun and weather will almost always cause them to go out-of- 
spec within montis ofinvallaion 1 encountered a WTFDA member at an NAB conference mo replies his 
IF baluas every year! Indeed, the balun transformer, seems to be the weakest link in our UHF chin!

IT’S TIME FOR Es

Okay fellow OX enthusiasts! It’s time to celebrate!!! THE season for long distance FA/TV 
reception is now upon us. Most all of us have been busy for the past winter chasing DX 
reception on the various longwave, shortwave, mediumuave, and ham bands. But by now, 
things are getting pretty slow on those frequency ranges as warm weather and longer days 
take over. Fortunately, there is the Spring/Summer alternative to dead DX conditions on 
lower bands--E-skip!!! 


For those of you who ane new to DXing skip signals above 30 MHZ, and for those who haven’t 
really tried for this really neat type of DX Cand for those of you who forgot), this type 
Of long-distance signal pursuit can be very exciting--it has been Known to race the pulse 
of even the most seasoned DXer of the lower bands. For one thing you'll find your chances 
for this DX to be more limited as to the number of minutes the band will be ‘open™ to DX 
areas than with lower bands and longer wavelengths--but it has been said that “when it 
rains it pours" with regard to E~skip OX sessions on FM broadcast and LOW TV (channel 2 to 
4) channels. 


E-skip often begins early, in the second part of April for southern DX hounds, due of 
course to their geographic position. The south shall rise again-~and it shall also get 
more E-skip opportunities. Sorry, all you fine Yankee folks! For most of our continent, 
the short skip season gets going strong by late May. If most WTFDAers aren’t getting 
E-skip lapping at the 30-to-50 MH2 channels on their scanners by the second part of May 
(with some of it spilling into TV channels 2 & 3) on a near-daily basis then I daresay 
we'll be having a slow E-skip year. 

That’s something that can make Es DXing a very interesting game, no two years being the 
same in Intensity and number of openings. Some oldtimers are calling for 1986 to be a very 
good E-skip year (knock on wood!) because we are now at, or real near, the bottom of the 
Sunspot Cycle, and certain theories of sporadic E skip (or Es, as WTFOA Dxers Jike to write 
it) hold that Tow sunspot years, while being lousy for shortwave, can be super for VHF Es. 
This is stil] locked in controversy, I’m sure, as there stil! are several conflicting 
schools of thought about what actually triggers E-skip openings. 


You never really know when E-skip is going to hit, or how intense the opening will get--you 
find all that out when it happens. Most schemes to ‘predict™ E-skip are pretty much 
unreliable. Why do you think they call it "sporadic?* 

But this we Know for sure--May, June and July are the months we should be looking for it, 
and a good year could see some Kind of E-skip activity reach TV channel 2 or higher almost 
every day! 


You can first notice it on the upper shortwave bands, with the CB band (27 MHZ) sometimes 
giving you a clue as to which areas you can expect to start hearing if and when it goes 
fbove 30 MHZ. If it gets intense enough, you can start to hear distant signals on the 
30-to-50 MHZ band, and that’s where the fun begins. There are stil] enough Public Service 
bperators using the band to hear some interesting accents coming from 500 to 1200 miles 
auay during an opening. Getting a good ID from these stations can be trickey, but is done 
by avid VHFers. 


If the opening is a ‘winner’ it Will soon hit TV channel 2, which I hope is clear in your 
city. The signal strength is often AMAZING when it hits TV, with channel 2 through 6 
Stations ¢rom 1200 miles away often showing up stronger than your basic 40 to 50 mile 
locals! A few such openings will even go hioher, into the 88 to 108 MHZ FM broadcast 
range. No way for me to describe how fantastic a full-quieted FM station from 1000 miles 
away can sound (in stereo, too!), you’ve got to hear it for yourself! 


1# you haven’t caught an E-skip OX opening on TV or FM, your chances are improving every 
day now. Hope to see your results reported to VUD DX columns. HAPPY E-SKIP SEASON!!! 
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
